The sword & undoulbtedly ona of the
most beautiful gifts that has over been
presentod to one of lis heroes hy a gratefal
nation, With the exception of the steel
blade and the body of the seabbard, the
weapon le made entirely of 22-carat golll,
On the pommel {8 engraved the word
“Olsmpta.” the fagship of Admiral Dewey,
and just beneath is the slgn of the Zodiae
for December, the lucky moath in which he
wis born,  Around these |s a4 wredath of
oak leaves. Just below the pommel 8 em-
braced by a gold collar, on the [ront of
which Is the coat of arms of the Unlted
States, while still lower Is the coat of
arme of his patlve state, Vermont., 1t bears
Lthe state motto “Freedesm and Unlty.™

The grip of the sword Is covered with
shark skin and wound with fine gold wire
The guard is carved in the shape of an
cugle with outspread wings. On the front
of the scabbard are the Initlals G, D"
and under them, U, 8, N." The blade of
the eword beacs the Inscription: ""The gift
of the nation to Rear Admiral George
Dewey U. 8. N, in memory of the victory
at Manila Bay, May 1, 1808."°
